ITse former tase aitse upon a dccisiLin ttf the Federal Tradf 
CoTnmksion that there was untalr competition on the part of ^ 
manufactwer of tmiet pr^ r - r because the manufflcturer 
Rave hirger discounts to w.. is than xo reUiileis or groupf 
ni rcLaiiet^ The federal drmit court of appeals decided ft§Qiiii*1 
111* eommissitffi, allying (he rrumufacturrr could refuse, if 
chos*, t[> Sell at aD to retailers or anyone el.«*, and if it caJed 
lo sell (0 them could fix its price at Ji flifferuiU jxilnt frinn 
price it cliarfi«l to others. The Supreme t'durt declined ti^' 
hear arguirumts aimui the matter and the dcciisian of the eoif' 
of appeals consequendy do^d thai case. 

In tile deciiitan. however, the court of appeals remarked thiH 
there wjiai no allegation or evidence that tli« manufacturer hiid 
a monopoly or *i3ucht tci iicqutre one, ,\pparently having ii' 
mind this remark, the Trade Ctjmmisiiion has now itistilute'' 
a new case on the subject of discounts, (sringinK it ajiain*' 
manufacturer of biKcuiLs which are s<) well known, tfie ctinv 
miisioii rfeclares, that in many localities a ttrocer cannot sncccs-'^ 
fully cimduct his busine^ unless he has this mamifactufe'''* 
brands. 

There is sometbing of a new factor in the case, however, i» 
that tiK allegation of unfair riifTctcncw in riiscnunts is two-foW-
